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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argued that the "removing" 
operates on the provided cable portion. However, that is not the case. The claim recites "removing a portion of said insulative material 
from said surface of said length of insulative material." This recitation does not require that the insulative material be a part of the cable 
portion when a portion is removed, and as such could be done while the insulative material is separate from the cable portion.
